the Central Members. Their answers. t. the twee. questions 
are briefly summarized as f .ll.ws:

FACHANGE Tax 


As requested at the last meeting cpinicn was re- 
quested frym cur atturneys regarding the feasibility 
cf arguing in faver vf exempting from the exchange tax 
cane cars four beins agricultural equipment, and. sugar 
sentrals fer all materials and sgare parts imperted by 
them far. their  peraticns .n the grvund that such sugar 
centrals are dvllar-saving industries. Their spinicn 
as expressed in their letter .f July lo fclliws:

feasibility vt arguing in faver cf exempting frem 
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the I'7% exchange tax cane cars for being agricultural 
equipment, and sugar centrals fcr all materials and 
spare parts imp.rted by them for their cperatiuns, 

en the ground that such sugar centrals ire Uchblar 
saving industries.

that since sugar certrails are highly dvllar-saving 
industries and a stron: scurce of the life-bleucd «ft

‘The Secretary-Treasurer was requested ti. thank cur 
" attcrneys fvr-this cpinicen and t. suggest that they .c.nfer 
e vn the matter with the Central 31nk and, if necessary, the 
Monetary Board with a view tv formulating and presenting a
